Schools law

Earthquake 
death toll 
rises to 13 
in Greece

Athens, Feb 25 

The official death toll in the 
earthquakes that rocked sou- 
thern and central Greece during . 
the night rose to 13 today. Ir 
iş likely to gè higher as rescue 
teams search the debris of 
fallen buildings. 

Five members of the staff of

feared buried under the wreck’ 
age. Four other unoccupied 
hotels io the vicinity of Corinh 
also collapsed. The owner of

The tatal nıumber of injured 
rose to sereral hundreds, but 
only 57 people needed to go 
to hospital. About 3,000 build- 
ings were damaged.

The Pope inspired by 
Hiroshima makes 
dramatic peace appeal 


Pope placed a wreath in front 
of a cenotaph inû the peace park 
lm memory of the 200,000 victims 
of a deyice. nicknamed “ Little 
Boy ”—the first atomic bonab to 
be used în warfare. 

More ' than 140,000 .people, 
werê killed in the initial blast 
over Hiroshima on the mornj 


of August 6, 1945,. and it is estj- 


mated that anûther 60.00 
victims died from the after 
affects of radiation over the 
paşt three decades, The lives of 
another ‘ 110,000 victims were 
claimed by thè explosion of the 
second atomic bomb. 

Hiroshima has beer rebuilt 
into a modern, gleaming city 
amd as the Pope gppealed to the 
world for peace today, he could 
see the only remaining scar of 
war — the unrepaired skeleton 
of a destroyed dome which has 
beer left standing as a memorial 
at the epicentre of the blast. ٤ 

Speaking to a crowd o 
25,000 Japanese Christians and 
residents of Hiroshima, the 
Pope said: “It is with deep 
emotion that I have come here 
today as a pilgrim of peace I 
wanted to make this visit to’ 
Hiroshima Peace Memorial out 
of a deep personal conviction 
that to remember the past is 
to commit oneself to the future. 

“To remember Hiroshima is 
to abhor _nuclear war. To re- 
member Hiroshima is to com- 
mit oneself to peace.” 

He said that since the atomic 
bombs were dropped, nuclear 
stockpiles had grown in quantity 
and destructive power. 


“ Even if a mere fractioa oF 


the available weapons were to 
be used, one has to ask whether 
the inevitable escalation can be 
imagined and whether the very 
destruction of humanity is not 
ã real possibility.” ا‎ 

Many Japanese priests aud 
the relatives of victims of the 
atomic bomb broke into tears 
as the ‘Pope, wearing a white 
cassock and cap, stood on the 
spot of the explosion and ended 
hiş appeal with a prayer : “ Oh 
God, hear my voice and grant 
unto the world everlasting 
peace”.

35 years ago,’ the life of so 
many people was suuffed Out 
in one fiery moment, 1 wish to 
appeal to the whole world on 


behalf of life, on of 
humanity, on behalf of the 
future, 


“To the heads of state and 
of government, to those who 
hold political and economic 
power, I say * Let us pledge our. 
selres to peace through justice, 
let us take a solemn decision 
now that war. will never be 
tolerated or sought as a means 
of resolving differences.” 

But ever as the Pope was 
making his appeal io Hiroshima, 
Mr Joji Omura, the director- 
general! of the Japanese Defence 
Agency told a parliamentary 
committee on security in Tokyo 
that Japar should build up the 
strength of its armed forces 
because of a growing Soviet 
naval presence in Asia and the 
invasion of Afghanistan.

OBITUARY 


Signor Mario Cameriqi, who 
died on February 6, his 86th 
birthday, was the doyen of 
Italian film directors, famed 
largely as. the virtual creator 
and the mast successful ex- 
ponent of the so-called *“ white 
telephone” school .of Italian 
fiimanaking during the 1930s.
